Jamat-ud-Dawah 

in the Words of 

Hafiz M.Saeed 


J amat-ud-Dawah is a Pakistan based, Islamic dawah 
and charity organization, it exists primarily to call 
people towards Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He), 
to obey and follow His messenger Muhammad M. 
It also deals with contemporary issues or predica- 
ments faced by Pakistan and the Muslim Ummah by edu- 
cating and raising awareness about them, striving to pro- 
mote unity and cohesion amongst the Muslims in order to 
be able to confront these issues, secure their joint interests 
and solve their problems, using their religion as a guiding 


force. Jamat-ud-Dawah bases its operations in Pakistan and 
operates similar to various other legal religious organiza- 
tions that work within the country. 

We view Pakistan to be a Muslim country founded upon 
Islam, where Muslims form the majority, while minorities 
of other faiths such as Christians or Hindus too form a sig- 
nificant portion of the population. However, Pakistan re- 
mains a Muslim country, separated from India for the sake 
of securing the rights of the Muslims of the subcontinent, 
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in order for them to be able to freely govern their lives 
with the noble injunctions of the Holy Quran and Sunnah. 
Among the various issues being faced by the Muslims of 
this region, Jamat-ud-Dawah tries to address widespread 
sectarianism that divides and weakens the Muslim com- 
munity and gives rise to sectarian-based conflict or vio- 
lence, which is known to be a deep fault-line and a grave 
matter of contention that Jamat-ud-Dawah takes priority 
in addressing. By bringing together religious leaders of all 
schools of thought onto a single platform, highlighting the 
commonalities that bind us, and uniting their stance on 
larger issues, Jamat-ud-Dawah helps settle differences to 
promote harmony within these circles. 

Similarly, another pressing issue is poverty. People in far- 
flung areas are deprived of some of the most basic neces- 
sities of life, with food shortages and little access to clean 
drinking water, and insufficient clothing or shelter. Jamat- 
ud-Dawah places special emphasis on poverty alleviation 


and a significant portion of its budget is dedicated for 
this purpose. In addition to this, extensive relief, rescue, 
reconstruction and rehabilitation efforts are carried out 
throughout the country, providing welfare especially to 
disaster-stricken areas or remote regions difficult to access. 

Jamat-ud-Dawah keeps a keen eye on political develop- 
ments within the country as well as affairs of the Muslims 
globally. We believe that the Islamic act of Naseeha (a sin- 
cere advice) is a duty that applies to the individual as well as 
the society and government. Therefore, Jamat-ud-Dawah 
engages in mass Dawah and Naseeha campaigns across 
the country, where leaders of various religious and political 
parties are invited to a common platform, and advice with 
respect to the correct Islamic course of action is given to 
the public, the government and to people from all sectors 
and walks of life through an organized approach, seeking 
their Islah (rectification). Attempts to discourage political 
rivalries and enmities, promoting instead, a united and co- 
hesive approach towards leadership and governance, are 
part of Jamat-ud-Dawah's agenda. For that purpose we use 
the approach of Dawah (Invitation) in order to call people 
towards reform and rectification of their affairs. 

"Indeed, Allah will not change the condition of a people 
until they change what is in themselves." (Al-Quran, 1 3:1 1 ) 

It may be noted that Jamat-ud-Dawah does not believe 
in any sort of confrontation or political agitation, amass- 
ing street power to forcibly let the government accede 
to our demands or call, which is neither the teachings of 
our religion nor our way. We believe that these tactics are 
typical to western neoliberal democracies, not Islam. Our 
approach instead is to advocate, reform and rectify, i.e., en- 
gage in the act of Naseeha to achieve Islaah (reform) of our 
people and leadership, by implementing the Quran and 
traditions of Prophet Muhammad in all aspects of their 
lives, and that in our view is the key towards bringing about 
positive change.

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A look into how hostile foreign elements 
conspired to disintegrate Pakistan and 
the crucial role of the armed forces and 
the people in defending its ideological 
and geographical frontiers. 


I slam is, undoubtedly, a way of life that was revealed 
by Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) as a mercy and 
blessing to the 'Aalameen (mankind and all that exists), 
and as a means to establish peace and security upon 
the earth. Mercy, compassion and forbearance are the 
hallmark of a Muslim's character; for these are traits repeat- 
edly stressed upon by the Quran and recurrently found in 
the life and traditions of the Prophet Muhammad The 
Messenger of Allah M and his companions # suffered 
times of intense persecution and oppression by the Arabs 
of Mecca, who tortured and killed them, forced them to mi- 
grate, waged successive wars against them, gathered forc- 
es from other tribes and nations against them, yet when 
Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) gave His Messenger M 
the upper hand over his enemies at the conquest of Mecca, 
he announced open pardon for all of them, except a few 
criminals. History cannot produce an example such as this. 

Muslims ruled the Subcontinent for nearly a thousand 
years, yet you could hardly find a single incident where 
Hindus or Sikhs underwent forced conversions. People 
were not beaten or tortured for their religious beliefs. Many 
non-Muslim scholars of Subcontinent history would attest 
to that. However, by the end of Muslim rule, the Hindus, 
still in vast majority, turned against the Muslims whom 
they had been coexisting with for centuries. Persecution 
and hostility towards the Muslim minority did not cease to 
diminish during the British Raj; instead it only grew, even- 
tually leading the Muslims to demand a separate state. At 
the time of partition, Hindus and Sikhs had martyred over 
1.5 million Muslims. Kashmir and other Muslim majority 
states that chose accession with Pakistan came under oc- 


cupation, resulting further into innumerable loss of life and 
suffering. 

The creation of the Zionist state of Israel, and the depop- 
ulation, destruction and displacement of the Muslims in 
Palestine since decades, is not hidden from anyone. UN Re- 
ports on the Palestinian crisis have been long ignored, as 
the world powers' selective concern for human rights is no 
longer a surprising issue. The Soviet Union had occupied 
more than a dozen countries, marched into Afghanistan 
and had its sights set on Pakistan. However, as events un- 
folded, Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) saved the Muslims 
of this region from meeting the same fate as their fellow 
Central Asian Muslims, at the hands of the Communists. 

After 9/1 1, the US brought forth a formidable NATO alliance 
and attacked Afghanistan, bombed their cities and villages, 
and soon after entered their forces into Iraq on a concoct- 
ed pretext. The civilian casualties of war crossed 1 million, 
while the infrastructure of cities was left to total ruin. On 
the other front, the treatment of the Rohingya Muslims of 
Burma and the government's refusal to grant them citizen- 
ship and complacency towards persecution and violence 
towards them was widely reported. They were forced to 
flee, many of whom drowned seeking refuge in other coun- 
tries. 

Syria is under attack from multiple fronts, with Hezbol- 
lah, Russia and the Assad regime on one end, while faced 
with the brutality of ISIS from the other end, over 0.4 mil- 
lion lives have been lost during the period of this civil war 
alone, while countless have been injured, displaced and 
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orphaned. And we find the same people pulling the strings 
from behind the scenes, on both seemingly opposing sides. 
In this era of 4th and 5th generation warfare, proxies have 
been used by regional as well as global powers to desta- 
bilize or disintegrate countries such as Pakistan and Saudi 
Arabia with the intention of leaving the Muslim world in a 
state of controlled chaos. 

Apart from invasions, indiscriminate killings and mass 
destruction, they show their hatred towards Islam and 
its symbols quite openly and in many different ways. The 
Quran has been burned several times in public events and 
the Prophet Muhammad 0 was disrespected through in- 
sulting caricatures or films numerous times. Muslim wom- 
en have been charged, arrested, harassed or put on trial for 
wearing hijab. 

In today's world, the enemies of peace would consider Pa- 
kistan as one of their toughest challenges, a great hurdle 
in achieving their strategic objectives. Pakistan, the only 
country created for the sake of Islam, whose founders en- 
visioned it as a 'New Medinah' that would serve as a suc- 
cessor to the Ottoman Caliphate, a state to uphold and 
'preserve Muslim ideology' and serve as the 'Fortress of Is- 


lam'. The late General Hameed Gul once said, "9/1 1 is just an 
incident to be named, Afghanistan is the base camp, Pakistan 
is the actual target" 

There are several reasons for which the enemies of Islam 
see Pakistan as a major threat. First of all, Pakistan is a formi- 
dable nuclear power. Celebrated across the Muslim world, 
its nukes were dubbed as the 'Islamic Bomb' by the West. 
Moreover, it has developed miniaturized nuclear weap- 
ons, usable in conventional battlespace, as part of its full 
spectrum deterrence doctrine. Secondly, Pakistan has a 
huge young Muslim population, comprised of 65% youth, 
a valuable asset for any nation. Thirdly, Pakistan's powerful 
military and its intelligence wing, the ISI, labelled by many 
as the number one intelligence agency in the world, is 
another key factor. The key role of Pakistan in forming an 
Islamic Military Alliance, recently leading the Thunder of 
the North' military exercises in Saudi Arabia, does not bode 
well for certain players in the global arena. The CPEC and 
development of the Gwadar port, promises to accelerate 
the country's economy rapidly in a few years time. Gwadar 
port carries the potential to soon become the world's bus- 
iest deep-sea port. Numerous companies and businesses, 
as a result, plan to set up their units in Pakistan. Not only 
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After a clear defeat in Afghanistan in a war that the enemy 
sought to take inside Pakistan, they have ultimately planned 
to hit our nuclear assets through drone strikes for which the 
drones have already been shifted to Indian airbases! This may 
very well be the final phase of the war. 


China but all land-locked Central Asian countries alongside 
Russia could utilize this trade route. 

The enemy, over the years, left no stone unturned to try 
to destabilize and disintegrate Pakistan, but their efforts 
failed, by Allah's Will. Proxy groups like the BLA and TTP 
were trained and nurtured to shed Pakistani blood and 
create fear, panic and despair amongst the public. Various 
separatist, insurgent movements were launched in differ- 
ent parts of the country in an undeclared unconventional 
war that targeted the hearts and minds of the public. A gap 
between the public and the army was created. People were 
left confused and demoralized by misleading media analy- 
sis and reports.Their aim and top agenda was to build a nar- 
rative depicting Pakistan as a failed state and convince the 
public that the mess created around them was a result of 
their own military's failed policies. But as time progressed, 
it was all in vain, as Pakistan fought back. The success of 
operation Zarb-e-Azb in crushing the kharijite rebellion is 
particularly commendable. A mega plan jointly plotted to 
disintegrate Pakistan was countered successfully, with the 
help of Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He). TTP, RAW, NDS 
and others failed as their networks were dismantled by the 
security forces. The nation should never forget the sacri- 
fices and heroic role of the armed forces, single-handedly 
combatting multiple insurgencies and threats, from mul- 
tiple fronts, each with their own foreign backers and sup- 
port. With the aid of Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He), Pa- 
kistan successfully defended its boundaries and integrity. 

Pakistan's success perplexed the enemy that is now com- 
mitting even more mistakes. The US army is faced with 
an extremely strained situation in Afghanistan. They have 
been trying to seek a safe exit for years. The only country 
that could provide them one would be Pakistan. The dia- 
logue process between the Afghan Taliban and the Afghan 


regime began through Pakistani mediation and efforts. By 
sanctioning a drone strike on Mullah Akhtar Mansoor on 
Pakistani soil, the US only shot itself in the foot. The peace 
process was once again sabotaged, while even those scep- 
tical of US hostility could clearly see that the United States 
wasn't interested in peace. 

Through this attack, the US attempted to create confusion 
between the Afghan Taliban and Pakistan, who have never 
attacked or displayed enmity towards Pakistan. Secondly, it 
may have been used to check the response from the Paki- 
stani end because they planned to carry out further drone 
strikes deep inside Pakistani territory. On 21st May, the US 
attacked theTaliban leader and two days later, on 23rd May, 
Narendra Modi visited Tehran to offer billions of dollars for 
the development of Chabahar port, as Tehran warms up 
further to Washington. With these geopolitical events un- 
folding, things become clear with each passing day. 

The Chabahar port is being seen as a rival to Gwadar and 
CPEC, or India's answer to the CPEC. But the distance fac- 
tor alone puts it at a disadvantage. The Washington Times 
writes, "New Delhi pushes to expand its influence in nearby 
Afghanistan, outflank rival Pakistan and challenge Chinese 
dominance in the region. Indian Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi, Iranian President Hassan Rouhani and Afghan Pres- 
ident Ashraf Ghani were all smiles at an unusual gathering 
last week in Tehran, where Mr. Modi pledged billions to de- 
velop Iran's southeastern Chabahar port and help establish 
a free trade zone stretching toward the Iran-Afghan border 
during the coming years." A trilateral alliance is part of the 
new great game to be played in this region - 'encircling' 
one country, 'containing' the other, a goal that hardly now 
needs to be publicly declared. 

A Military Logistic agreement between India and the US is 
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indicative of that initial next plan. "As our engagement deep- 
ens, we need to develop practical mechanisms to facilitate 
such exchanges. In this context, [US Defense] Secretary [Ash] 

Carter and I agreed in principle to conclude a Logistics Ex- 
change Memorandum of Agreement," Indian Defense Minis- 
ter Manohar Parrikar said. The announcement that the two 
countries have reached consensus on logistics was made 
at a joint news conference during Carter's visit to India, an 
agreement that effectively allows the two militaries to use 
each other's land, air and naval bases for resupplies, repair 
and rest. 

After a clear defeat in Afghanistan in a war that the ene- 
my sought to take inside Pakistan, they have ultimately 
planned to hit our nuclear assets through drone strikes 
for which the drones have already been shifted to Indian 
airbases! This may very well be the final phase of the war. 

Indeed it is Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) who defend- 
ed us before, and He Alone would protect us from harm.

would use all available resources at its disposal. 

Pakistan Air Chief Marshal Sohail Aman, conveyed his mes- 
sage to the enemy, stating clearly that "Our Airforce stands 
well prepared to defend Pakistan from any external security 
threats, in'shaAllah". The skirmish atTorkham border deliv- 
ered a clear message to India, who were backing the ANA; 
that if it commits any such adventure, it would be delivered 
a stern response not only by the armed forces but also by 
ordinary citizens, who are eager to revive the memories of 
Mahmud Ghazni and Muhammad Ghori.

A strong message of optimism and hope is relayed 
to the people, which help break down the atmosphere of 
confusion, despair or gloom created by certain fifth col- 
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umnists, who speak the enemy's tongue. Reliance on Allah

INVITE 

What are your thoughts on leading such a huge charity network? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

All praise be to Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He), who has blessed us abundant- 
ly and chosen us to wipe the tears of the needy in most adverse situations. Allah 
(Glorified and Exalted is He) has given us immense opportunities to save lives 
in disaster-stricken zones where there have been floods, earthquakes and fire 
accidents. There is nothing more satisfying than to be able to serve humanity 
regardless of their color, creed and faith. 

INVITE 

FIF has worked extensively in Thar. In your view, what are the actual problems 
and solutions there? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

Conditions are desperate in Thar. Water, a basic necessity of life, is almost una- 
vailable. People are forced to drink brine (salt water) at some places and you find 
people living on the same unclean, impure water that animals drink every day. 

Children are dying; hundreds of children have died during these few years. How 
can a mother, merely weighing 32 kg give birth to a healthy child? The weight 
of newborn babies is around 2 to 3 pounds. Most of the children die in the vil- 
lages, very few are able to reach hospitals. In fact, there are no hospitals around. 
People don't have enough resources to reach far flung hospitals. Those who do 
reach at the main Mithi Hospital are often not admitted as the doctors fear prob- 
lems created by the media if they fail to save the patient.

INVITE 

How then are the people surviving? 
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Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

During the drought, life becomes extremely difficult. Since 
there is almost no money, people sell their livestock to buy 
food and basic necessities. Due to the barren land, there is 
hardly any grass for the cattle to feed on, resulting in death 
of livestock in huge numbers, thereby, affecting the human 
life cycle at large. People ask us why the residents of Thar 
don't go to Hyderabad for medical treatment. I ask them 
how can a man travel to Hyderabad along with his child 
and wife when he has not more than 500 rupees. Women 
and even children have to walk miles and miles to fetch 
water, and travel back to their straw houses carrying heavy 
sand pots on a daily basis. I once met a man in a village and 
asked about the food that they eat, He replied, "We have 
cooked 'ato' (flour)". These people often live on flour, which 
they eat with simple salt and water. 

INVITE 

What is FIF doing to solve these problems? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

As far as medical facilities are concerned, we are working on 
incubators and other such facilities to control infant mor- 
tality rate. Apart from the hospital, which is under construc- 
tion in Mithi, we have started a free ambulance service. We 
have a 4x4 ambulance to shift patients from far-flung areas 
to the hospital. We have arranged medical camps in differ- 
ent localities in Thar. Most of the people have never even 
seen a doctor. When they see doctors in our medical camps 
they are surprised and say, "These are 'manos' (humans just 
like us)." 

Then, to solve the most important problem, which is the 
scarcity of water, we are digging wells and installing hand 
pumps. Now we are starting work on solar water pumps for 
irrigation purposes. Fortunately, the land in this region is 
fertile. Thar is the world's only fertile desert. Ration packs, 
cooked food, eatables for children, clothes, sheets and 
many more items are being distributed without religious 
discrimination. Illiteracy is also a serious issue there. We are 
educating them so that they can be empowered enough 
to solve their problems and face the day-to-day challenges. 

INVITE 

FIF is also active in Baluchistan. How are the conditions 
there? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

Thar is now known to Pakistanis because of the attention 
of the media but the situation in Baluchistan is even worse. 
In Baluchistan, there is almost no water and very limited 
livestock. When we went to Turbat for the very first time, 


people asked us to leave the place and warned us that out- 
siders are killed there. We replied, "We are your relatives". 
"How?" they asked. They further added, "No, you are not." 
We said, "We are your brothers in Islam. Yes , you have been 
ignored [ you are right. But now your brothers are here to help 
you." Since then, we have been serving them. We are dis- 
tributing ration, digging wells and providing medical facil- 
ities with mobile medical camps. Alhamdulillah, the doors 
have opened for us and today FIF is constructing a hospital 
in Jafarabad. 

INVITE 

Is FIF working beyond Thar and Baluchistan? What are your 
major areas of operations? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

Yes, there is a long list, Alhamdulillah. Without any exagger- 
ation, we are working in almost all the cities of the coun- 
try. In case of road accidents and other such disasters, our 
volunteers reach with ambulances. At the time of religious 
festivals like Eid-ul-Adha, we distribute sacrificial meat to 
widows and orphans. We also distribute sewing machines 
to the widows. We are working on micro-financing in inte- 
rior Sindh. 

During the summers, we arrange cold drinking water at 
many public places in many cities. We arrange cooked food 
(for sehri and aftari) in the month of Ramadan, in hospitals, 
bus stops, prisons, and many other places. And the list goes 
on and on. In jails, people are living miserable lives; many 
of whom are innocent. We are giving meals and medical 
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facilities to prisoners. We are also working in juvenile jails. 
We have also extensively helped IDPs and quake affected 
people in Chitral. 

In most areas where foreign agencies have tried to sow 
seeds of hatred, our acts have helped people regain trust in 
Pakistan and its people, who have sent them aid and love 
in these adverse conditions. 

INVITE 

FIF has also been active in Chitral where an earthquake 
caused severe devastation. Could you tell us more about 
that? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

Chitral, another untold story, has altogether different kinds 
of problems. We are also working there by the Grace of Al- 
lah (Glorified and Exalted is He). People there are now say- 
ing, "Yes, we belong to Pakistan."There are several problems 
there. There is no medical lab in Chitral. During the earth- 
quake relief operation in Chitral, our doctors carried car- 
tons of medicines on their own heads, hiked for 18 hours 
up the mountains and served people there, risking their 
own lives on steep ridges and tough terrain. People looked 
at them as thought they were angels that have descended 
to help them. 

INVITE 

What are the basic relief and charitable activities that FIF 
carries out? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

We have 256 ambulances operating across Pakistan to carry 
patients as well as dead bodies. FIF is running hospitals in 


Karachi, Hyderabad, Mithi (under construction), Jafarabad 
(under construction), Multan, Muridke (near Lahore) and 
Gujranwala. Our dispensaries number in hundreds, Alham- 
dulillah. Apart from this, we arrange free medical camps 
in far-flung areas. In our medical camps, doctors not only 
treat patients but also give money from their pockets, give 
their phone numbers, and ask the patients to take medi- 
cine and in case of any problem, are free to contact them. 

All people should learn first-aid and similar skills. In many 
disasters, people can and should help victims. We are work- 
ing on this by conducting first-aid, firefighting and other 
rescue training workshops in different cities. Once, I met 
an old lady, who had a severe eye infection, and asked her, 
"Why don't you go to doctor for your treatment ?" She replied, 
"I visited a doctor and he told me that your treatment will take 
7 days and 7000 rupees. My son is a laborer and we can't af- 
ford all this." Alhamdulillah, we financed her treatment by 
the grace of Almighty Allah. It is all due to the prayers of 
such mothers that we are expanding our work exponen- 
tially. 

INVITE 

India considers FIF a terrorist organization that has links 
with Jamat-ud-Dawah. How do you see such allegations? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

Don't ask Modi, ask the Hindus of Tharparkar. They love us, 
and completely trust us. We are serving them and this is 
more than enough to prove that we are not terrorists, Al- 
hamdulillah. We are not the enemies of Hindus; we just talk 
about the brutality in Kashmir and other parts of the world. 
India is against us because we are a great hurdle in their 
plan to disintegrate Pakistan. All the separatist movements 
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whether in Sindh or Baluchistan have been countered by winning the 
hearts of the public, Alhamdulillah.

JuD has always been creating awareness among the public all over the 
country regarding India, along with other enemies of Pakistan, and 
how they are working very hard to promote terrorism in order to disin- 
tegrate and destabilize Pakistan. And now after the arrest of the Indian 
spy, Kulbhushan Yadav, and many others, everything is clear.

Sacrificial meat (on Eid), clothing, blankets, cooked food and shelter 
homes for the Burmese refugees in Indonesia, are a few examples of 
our humanitarian efforts in other countries. 


INVITE 

Where do you collect funds from? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

Pakistani people are extremely generous despite living in difficult 
conditions themselves. Donors need satisfaction and confidence, 
which we have given them by the Grace of Allah (Glorified and 
Exalted is He) . We invite people to spend with their own hands, 
by participating in the relief efforts. This transparency increases 
trust and people contribute more and more. We do not collect 
any funds from abroad. Whatever donations we gather are from 
within Pakistan, from common people. 

INVITE 

What would be your message to our readers? 

Hafiz Abdul Rauf 

We need to serve humanity, our own people, whoever is in dis- 
tress around us. Unity is very important in these critical times 
when our enemies are doing their utmost to hurt us in any way 
possible. They have worked hard to create differences among us, 
so let's join hands and bridge these gaps, In sha Allah. ALLAH'S 
help descends when humanity is served, protected and helped. 
That's what we all should do, regardless of any discrimination.

Who was 
Burhan Wani? 


Burhan Muzaffar Wani, was a Kashmiri hero, whose social media 
campaign had massive outreach and popularity among Kashmiri 
Muslim youth. He was martyred in an encounter with the Indian 
security forces on 8 July 201 6. 

Burhan was born in Dadsara village ofTral area of Pulwama, Jammu 
& Kashmir to Muzafar Ahmad Wani, a principal of a higher second- 
ary school. He left his home on 16 October 2010 and joined jihad 
against Indian aggression at the young age of 15. His elder broth- 
er Khalid Muzaffar Wani was killed by the Indian Army on April 1 3, 
201 5. Government of India had announced Rs 1 million bounty for 
finding Burhan. He was known for posting videos on social media 
which found extensive appeal in the population of Kashmir. 

Burhan was martyred on July 8, 2016 in Bundoora village of Kok- 
ernag, by a joint team after being cornered by Special Operations 
Group of the Jammu and Kashmir Police and 19 Rashtriya Rifles. 
During the operation, the security forces faced resistance from 
brave locals who pelted stones at the security forces. The encoun- 
ter began at 4:30 pm and ended at 6:1 5 pm. 

After the news of his martyrdom spread, protests erupted in the 
entire Kashmir Valley. Curfew was imposed in some places in South 
Kashmir during the night and internet services in many areas were 
cut. Dozens of Muslims have been martyred and hundreds have 
been injured. 

Hundreds of thousands of people attended Burhan's funeral. Kash- 
miri youth offered him a 21 -gun salute as tribute. His body wrapped 
in the flag of Pakistan was buried next to that of his brother Khalid 
inTral.

We knew we were living in a 
disgrace and humiliation, we were expecting some leader to 
make us realize that... to awaken our dead conscience from 
bearing oppression, suffering and humiliation and subjuga- 
tion. We didn't expect a 1 5 year old kid to do that. . . 

The world wants to know what has happened to us, why has 
Kashmir erupted like a Volcano, why has suicidal rage over- 
taken us. . . Well we have been shamed to march to death by a 
young kid who did what we all Kashmiris fantasize, i.e. aveng- 
ing the humiliation that we and our loved ones go through 
every day, but could never do because we were two greedy 
to "throw away our lives". . . lives that we never had in the first 
place. Deep down we knew we could not live like this, but we 
did not want a 1 5 year old kid to tell us that, we were expect- 
ing someone among our leaders to rise to the occasion; that 
one of our kids has taught us how to stand upto oppression 
and humiliation... how to live and more importantly how to 
die, has shamed us to such a degree that we are dying to die, 
that we have now become "bomb-less suicide bombers". 

Whatever the course of history, one thing is for sure from now 
onwards - Kashmiris have refused to bear oppression and hu- 
miliation anymore. Our awakening has been shocking and we 
shall indeed now shock the world. In'sha' Allah... 

In conclusion, I would like to thank Burhan, and say what I 
always wanted to say to him in person; 

"You did it boy. You are the face of Freedom now!"

Kashmir -Indian 
Establishment Accepts 
Defeat 

o Mian Muhammad 
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I n occupied Kashmir, for the first time in years, the In- 
dian Army, police and Central Reserve Police Force 
(CRPF) have admitted that India is losing the war in 
the territory. 

The Indian army's top Commander in the Northern Com- 
mand, in a surprisingly candid admission, told a US-based 
news agency that the Indian army had failed to win 'hearts 
and minds' of the Kashmiri people despite running the so- 
called Operation Sadbhavna (operation goodwill) in the 
territory for more than a decade. 

The situation in occupied Kashmir has changed consider- 
ably in recent years. India is not ready to solve the issue 
according to the UN Resolutions. On the other hand, Kash- 
miris want freedom at any cost. The movement has been 
transferred very successfully to the new generation, and 
this new generation is highly enthusiastic and optimistic 
about future outcomes. They are more than willing to sac- 
rifice anything to oust India from the Kashmiri territory. It 
seems that every Kashmiri is a freedom fighter now. Funer- 
al processions of martyrs attract a sea of people including 
women and children, chanting slogans in favor of freedom 
fighters, the Mujahideen, and against Indian army occu- 
pation. Pakistani flags are flown on a regular basis on the 
roads and on buildings in Kashmir. 

Civil uprisingand Indian brutality in the region has changed 
the political atmosphere altogether. Now the youth is tak- 
ing up arms against the Indian army. The surprising thing is 
that most of these people are young and very well-educat- 
ed. They, however, enjoy huge support from the public and 
are attracting more and more youth to join them. 

Burhan Muzaffar Wani, the young freedom fighter, was the 
hero of Kashmiri youth. This individual used to post his 
pictures and videos on social media, inviting the Kashmiri 
youth to join Jihad. And unsurprisingly, he got innumera- 
ble comments in his support. 

One more thing has become a common practice in Kash- 
mir; whenever there is a gun battle between the freedom 
fighters and the Indian army, civilians gather at the encoun- 
ter site in large numbers and chant slogans in favor of the 
Mujahideen. There have been many cases where Kashmiri 
masses have tried to create a situation for the Mujahideen 
to escape by hurling stones at the Indian army. There are 
videos depicting such scenes, especially during the famous 
3-day attack on a CRPF building in Pampore, near Srinagar, 
on February 21, 2016. 

In another incident, Indian soldiers prepared to lay siege on 


a cluster of houses, where 3 Mujahideen were hiding. The 
Indian army was welcomed by a barrage of rocks and bricks 
from hundreds of villagers, demanding they go away. The 
Mujahideen also began firing, drawing the soldiers into a 
battle on two fronts, VOA reported. 

In November last year, regarding a fight between Muja- 
hideen and the Indian army that lasted 27 days, in Manigah 
forests, the General Officer Commanding (GoC) of the In- 
dian Army's Srinagar-based 15 Corps, stated that the mil- 
itants were receiving supplies from the locals in the area. 

This growing and open participation of Kashmiris in Jihad 
is the main problem for the Indian establishment now. The 
strength of the movement can be judged by the words of 
the President of the Kashmir High Court Bar Association, 
Mian Abdul Qayoom, who recently indicated his support 
for Jihad, saying, "We con also use the gun as a last resort , 
and it is no offence under the UN Charter." 

This support of Jihad is considered to be the outcome of 
the martyrdom of hundreds of youths in various protests. 
In 201 5 alone, 634 people, of whom 231 were students and 
17 were minors, were arrested for anti-India demonstra- 
tions in Kashmir. Repeated detention of massively popular 
Kashmiri leaders like Musarrat Aalam, Shabbir Shah, Mir- 
waiz Umar Farooq and most importantly, Syed Ali Geelani, 
has further boosted the enthusiasm. 
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The Indian PM, Narendra Modi is trying his level best to win 
the hearts and minds of Kashmiris by showering dollars on 
them, but it is all in vain. Last year, in November, PM Modi 
visited Kashmir and announced a 12 billion dollar budget 
for Kashmir in a public seminar. Gohar Nazir Dar, a 22-year- 
old youth was martyred after Modi's visit. In response to 
this, the Kashmiris protested for days. The number of pro- 
testors outnumbered the audience assembling where he 
was going to deliver his speech. 

According to Indian intelligence agencies, only 200 Muja- 
hideen are present in the region to fight with 0.85 million 
soldiers in the valley. The problem for India is the open and 
full support of the public for these handful of Mujahideen. 

General D.S. Hooda was quoted as having said that the In- 
dian Army was not comfortable conducting anti-militancy 
operations as the crowds favoring the Mujahideen turnout 
in huge numbers. Hooda says, "It's a big problem , a chal- 
lenge for us to conduct anti-militant operations now." He not- 
ed that armed soldiers had little hope of competing with 
the militants for public sympathy. 

The General also admitted that the growing public sup- 
port for Mujahideen had not only hit the Indian army's in- 
telligence capabilities, but it had also hit their operational 
capacity as people had started interfering during ongoing 
encounters in a bid to give the Mujahideen a chance to es- 


cape. 

"Frankly speaking , I'm not comfortable with anymore con- 
ducting operations if large crowds are around," Hooda said. 
"Militarily, there's not much more to do than we have already 
done. We are losing the battle for a narrative." 

The top General's view was also seconded by the paramili- 
tary CRPF that assists the police in law and order and oper- 
ations against Mujahideen. "During an average counter-in- 
surgency operation, general law and order has become more 
important to tackle in contrast to the actual operation itself. 
It's a matter of serious concern," IG Operations CRPF, Nalin 
Prabhat, said. 

During a media interview, a senior police officer said, 
"South Kashmir seems like a liberated zone and I am not jok- 
ing. Militants can shoot and flee at will. There is really nothing 
we can do other than watch them. The militants can only do 
this because they know they have public support. We are sit- 
ting ducks." 

Media reports quoting police sources said that policemen 
had, for the first time since 201 0, begun to hide their identi- 
ty and profession in order to avoid being attacked. 

In short, the Kashmiris have overcome their fear of the Indi- 
an Army, and everybody now says, it's do or die.

A merican Senate is going to pass a bill according 
to which the bereaved families of the people 
who were killed in the 9/1 1 attacks, would be 
able to register cases against Saudi Arabia in 
the US courts. After the approval of this act, 
Saudi Arabia would be fined millions of dollars. The bill is 
named, Justice against Sponsors of Terrorism Act. 

According to www.congress.gov, summary of the act is as 
follows: 

"This bill amends the federal judicial code to narrow the scope 
of foreign sovereign immunity by authorizing US courts to 
hear cases involving claims against a foreign state for inju- 
ries , death , or damages that occur inside the United States 
as a result of a tort ; including an act of terrorism, committed 
anywhere by a foreign state or official. It amends the federal 
criminal code to permit civil claims against a foreign state or 
official for injuries, death, or damages from an act of interna- 
tional terrorism. Additionally, the bill authorizes federal courts 
to exercise personal jurisdiction over and impose liability on a 
person who commits, or aids, abets, or conspires to commit, 
an act of international terrorism against a US national." 

9/11 happened 15 years ago, but the reality is still un- 
known to the world. The 9/1 1 commission wrote a report 
of 500 pages but failed to prove anything. The US govern- 
ment also kept on changing its viewpoint. It had no an- 



swer to the questions such as; where was the debris of the 
plane that hit the Pentagon? Hijackers of the planes, which 
the US pointed out, were later found alive, and the then 
FBI had no choice but to say that they are unclear about 
the hijackers. It was said that not even a single piece of 
the planes had been found, but the passport of a hijacker 
was found easily. The WTC was destroyed completely but 
a text written by an attacker was found, neat and clean. In 
recent days, some bereaved people and insurance compa- 
nies filed a case against Saudi Arabia in the district court 
of Manhattan, US. But the case was dismissed by the court 
due to lack of evidence. 

Regardless, the US claimed that the attackers belonged 
to Saudi Arabia and this became grounds for bombing 
Afghanistan, claiming that the handlers (Al-Qaida leader- 
ship) of the 9/11 attackers were in Afghanistan. Without 
providing any evidence, America gathered all the enemies 
of Islam and killed around one million Muslims in Afghan- 
istan. In this so-called war against terrorism, Pakistan also 
suffered a lot, and thousands of Pakistanis have also been 
killed, to-date. 

Likewise, the US attacked Iraq and killed another one mil- 
lion people. Libya, and then Syria, is a story no different to 
that of Afghanistan and Iraq. However, Saudi Arabia is their 
target now. The reality is that the US is creating differenc- 
es with Saudi Arabia intentionally. If we have an overview 
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of the election campaign in the US, we come to know that 
their campaign is mostly based on anti-Islam statements. 
The US is simply trying to pressurize Saudi Arabia because 
they know that king Salman's regime has changed the pol- 
icies of the country entirely. 

Saudi Arabia is completely aware of the role of the US in 
Syria and Yemen. In Syria, Bashar al-Assad's government is 
with Russia and some other countries too, and they are kill- 
ing scores innocent, unarmed civilians. Numerous civilians 
have been killed, while many have migrated and are living 
miserable lives in tents. 

As far as the ISIS is concerned, the US is playing a double 
game. ISIS is free to move everywhere even in the seas, 
thereby, weakening Saudi Arabia. Mosques and other pub- 
lic places in Saudi Arabia and Turkey are being hit by ISIS, 
killing hundreds of Muslims, while the US and Europe re- 
main silent. 

America wants the Muslim world to accept US dominance 


and it wants everyone to live according to its will. Howev- 
er, the present government of Saudi Arabia has taken very 
bold steps; one of which is the establishment of the Islamic 
Military Alliance of 34 countries. The US considers this alli- 
ance a serious threat. 

So, with the 'Justice against Sponsors of Terrorism Act', the 
US wants to build pressure on Saudi Arabia to conform to 
American policies. But since Muslim countries including 
Pakistan, Saudi Arabia and Turkey are taking bold steps, 
the US would not be able to get anything out of this Act, 
in'sha'Allah. 

The Saudi leadership has announced a sale of 750 million 
dollars worth of assets that they have in the US, if this Act 
is implemented. Likewise, they have sought out a plan for 
2030 involving industrial reform and reducing reliance 
on oil exports. This could bring an industrial revolution in 
Saudi Arabia, in'sha'Allah. These two decisions provide the 
initiative for a big change. Other Muslim countries should 
devise concrete economic policies as well.

All the courses are taught at workshops conducted by experts in the field. The swimming and water rescue course 
is based on a 1 5-day training program. The objective behind it is to increase the number of helping hands in the society. 
These workshops are conducted very frequently in cities as well as villages. 



First Aid 

Accidents of numerous kinds are common in today's developed 
world. In this 2 hour session, people are given hands-on training in 
administering first-aid in order to enable them to practically save 
lives in an emergency situation. Without exaggeration, JuD has so 
far given this training to more than 2 hundred thousand people 
across the country. 

Course outline: 

• First aid guidelines and procedures 

• First aid ABC (Airway, Breathing, Circulation, etc.) 

• Fracture management 

• Heart attack 

• Heat exposure 

• Excessive bleeding control 

• Snake bite 

• Types of burn injuries and their treatments 
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Firefighting 

Fire accidents are commonly heard of nowadays. Numerous 
fire incidents have taken place in Lahore and Karachi. JuD's 
firefighting course has 3 sections viz-a-viz pre-fire, during 
fire, and post fire management. There are mainly 3 types of 
fires and all three have different ways to fight them. All of 
them are taught with a practical approach, providing hands- 
on training with firefighting equipment enacting real life 
situations, in these workshops. Fire extinguishers and their 
parts, working, and maintenance are also taught. 




Swimming and Water Rescue 

Floods have recently caused much havoc in Pakistan; thousands of peo- 
ple have died in the last 4-5 years because they drowned and didn't 
know how to swim. This 1 5 day course aims not only at teaching swim- 
ming but also focuses on training and enabling students to save lives of 
people who don't know how to swim. 


Counter Terrorism 

This course was started after the deadly attack of APS, Pe- 
shawar. This is an hour-long workshop in which many tips 
are imparted to students regarding how they can counter 
or deal with a terrorist attack.. DOs and DON'Ts are taught 
to the audience with the help of demonstrations and vid- 
eos. 




Dead Body Management 

Bereaved families often hire people to handle the body of a deceased 
relative, especially for performing ritualistic bathing of the deceased. The 
deceased person should ideally be handled by his/her family members, 
in light of Islamic traditions, and this workshop covers all the aspects of 
dead body management. Handling of dead bodies in case of disasters, 
where a large number of people die, is also a major part of this course. 

Important features of this workshop: 

• What to do right after someone has died (closing eyes, etc.) 

• Performing ritualistic bathing according to the Sunnah 

• Conducting the funeral prayer 

• Burying the deceased 

• Conducting the funeral prayer of multiple dead bodies 

• Mass graves (burying multiple bodies in one grave) 
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Know Your Child 


C hildhood experiences have a deep effect on 
an adult human being's personality. Unfortu- 
nately, many parents don't have the necessary 
guidance or training to deal properly with their 
children. A father doesn't know exactly what his 
children expect from him and a mother barely knows what 
she should do to become a good mother. Since no guid- 
ance of this nature is given at any level in our educational 
system, well-educated families also face a lot of trouble. 
The behavior of children with their elders or with people 
their own age is getting worse with every passing day. It 
is very common today that children insult their elders and 
beat others. 

Most of the problems are due to the flaws present in our

schooling system. A school is chosen for a child based on 
the appearance of the school building, not the character 
of the teachers, etc. By sending their child to the best avail- 
able school - buying a uniform, books and shoes - parents 
think that they have done all that they were supposed to 
do and now all kinds of education, including ethics, norms, 
values, beliefs or everything else is now the sole responsi- 
bility of the school. In this way, we handover our children 
to someone, who is now expected to teach them how to 
live a good life. 

After this "great favor", we expect our children not to disturb 
us because we are too busy. A mother is busy in the kitchen, 
TV, shopping and at the parlor, so the children need to be 
engaged somewhere else. And the father is busy earning 



"for his kids" from 8 to 5, so after his work he 
deserves rest; therefore, the children should 
not disturb him. So, what should be done to 
engage them somewhere? The usual Plan is; 
Qari sahb after the school, then head over to 
tuition academies, after which they should 
go to the park, do their homework, watch 
cartoons and go to sleep...! Parents are not 
comfortable with their kids and kids are not 
comfortable with their parents. That is why 
Saturdays and Sundays are the most disliked 
days for the mothers. 

Now let us think, whether this lifestyle fulfills 
the emotional, social, physical and psycholog- 
ical needs of our children? There is a huge gap 
between us and our honey bunny kids. Homes 
are just like hostels where people live in their 
cubical rooms and see each other in the mess 
hall only. The situation is even worse in most 
cases where meal times are not same. 

We should realize that the home needs to be 
the first educational institution and the moth- 
er is to be the first teacher. Sadly, we have 
snatched this from today's children and made 
it nothing except a place to sleep and eat. Par- 
ents need to ask themselves; what are the top- 
ics on which they should talk to their children? 
Is it good parenting when you handover your 
innocent children to someone else for their 
upbringing? We are doing everything for our 
children except what they actually need from 
us. We are working for their wants, not their 
needs. And we are very much satisfied saying 
that we are working very hard for our sweet 
children. Your child needs your love, attention 
and your time. 

"With whom do you share your inner thoughts 
and secrets ?" This question was asked in a sur- 
vey of 3000 school students in Karachi. The 
majority of them didn't reply, "My mother/ 
father". A father should focus on becoming a 
loving, friendly father instead of becoming an 
ATM machine. To become a good parent, one 
must know what the child actually needs. The 
following are the basic needs of a child: 

Physical 

Emotional 

Social 

Intellectual

PHYSICAL 

NEEDS 


Diet: 

Diet should be good and healthy. Good parents should have an idea of 
what a growing child needs. Growing bones need milk, not soft drinks. 
Soft drinks are a major cause of kidney failure. Dialysis machines are 
now available even in very small cities and small hospitals. Why? Ac- 
cording to SIUT, Karachi, no kidney patient was lower than 50 years 
old, a few years back. But now this age has decreased to 30, which is 
continuously decreasing with an ever increasing pace. And all this is 
due to soft drinks, which our children drink almost daily at school and 
at homes. 

We like fast food and packaged food, like chips, biscuits, etc. What do 
we think about packed chips? 6 months old potatoes, with artificial 
flavors, processed with preservatives, transported on hot sunny days, 
would help your child grow healthy and strong? The nearer you are to 
nature, the healthier you will be. 


Similarly, the diet of the mother should also be healthy. How can a weak mother give birth to a healthy child? Often due to 
poor diet of mothers, doctors suggest to switch baby diet to artificial diet. 


Sleep: 

For better growth and good performance, sleep is necessary. Children having improper sleep are neither fresh, nor ener- 
getic. They should be provided with a comfortable and peaceful environment to sleep properly. An afternoon nap should 
also be taken, especially during the summer. 


Sports: 

Games should be tough so that all body parts move enough. At least one hour a day should be given to physical activities 
because it affects physical as well as mental growth. Children, who have no such activity, become dull, frustrated and de- 
pressed. Video games are rarely beneficial, and certainly not a replacement for physical activities. It would be great if you 
play with your children, thereby, bridging the gap between you and them, and it would be of tremendous help in creating a 
friendly relationship. In fact, sports itself is an education. Almost all physical games involve concepts of Physics, Mathemat- 
ics, etc. Games teach languages, social behavior, public dealing, making rules, following rules, managing time, being quick, 
being responsive, being responsible, decision making, judging things, and the list goes on and on... 



A child should be loved unconditionally; this is the right of every 
child, whether the child is intelligent or not, beautiful or not, 
tidy or untidy, innocent or naughty. Love your child without 
indulging into comparisons. "I love you, my son because you have 
got good marks in your school test". If you appreciate and hug your 
child who has got good marks, in the presence of another child 
who has got a poorer grade, what are you really suggesting? Do 
love your children, not their grades. Hug and kiss your children 
daily, without any obvious reason. This love shouldn't be formal; 
rather, it should be full of emotion. 

Respect is also a need of children. Never ever insult them. If your 
child does something really wrong, sit with him/her in private, 
have a discussion with him/her and tell him how he/she is 
supposed to behave. If you want them to be respected in the 
society, you must respect them. Likewise, if you want them to 
respect you, you should give them due respect.

It is the basic need of a child to have friends. A 
child should know how to make friends and how 
to value friendship. Giving gifts to friends and 
sharing things with other children, is the beauty 
of life. If a child has no friends then parents 
should be worried and try to ascertain the 
causes of this problem as early as possible. We all 
need to express our feelings, our good and bad 
experiences, our ideas, and many more things. If 
a child has no partner to speak to, this thing could 
cause a lot of psychological problems. So, parents 
should create an environment frequently that 
allows children an opportunity to interact with 
new people, belonging to different backgrounds 
and different ages. 

Nowadays, if a child has no friends, he/she tries 
to quench his/her thirst through social media 
where he/she makes hundreds of fake friends 
and shares his/her secrets with them. These fake 
relationships then create a lot of problems. 




INTELLECTUAL 

NEEDS 


This includes writing, reading, language, intelligence, etc. Sadly, 
our children just surge through their text books, cramming 
information in their minds, instead of having exposure to many 
other informative books. For their intellectual growth, parents 
should try to develop their children's reading interests because 
our text books are diluted. Text books have more exercises and 
less information. "Just memorize it. . .! You have to get good marks 
in tomorrow's test. You got only 7 out of 1 0 in the last test," mom 
yells. With what interest would the child read this text book? How 
do we expect our children to love their books? 

We should understand that if a child doesn't get good marks then 
it doesn't mean that he is unintelligent and dull. Likewise, a topper 
is not necessarily at the top in all areas of life. Many famous people 
in history including leaders, scientists and businessmen were 
not good students at school. Just to name a few, M. Ali Jinnah, 
Einstein, Newton and Bill Gates. So, we should focus on providing 
a rich learning environment for their intellectual growth with the 
help of stories, drawing, arts, games and interesting reading stuff. 
Add as much fun to their education as possible.

Life is beautiful and funny. All the problems are like brain injuries 
and it is an old joke that if you get a second blow at the same spot, 
you get all your memory and sanity back. 


S o on the 2nd day when my full body X-rays were 
performed (because I was in excruciating pain on 
the first day and mostly sedated throughout the 
day), there he was, my neurosurgeon sitting right 
across the table telling me that there was just a 
very minor bleeder (that resulted in a clot pressing in on 
my nerve) in my brain and that Ml have transient amnesia 
for at least 4 weeks as it will take that much time to get re- 
solved, so I better not be given any blood thinner but that 
demanded that I be kind to myself for forgetting things and 
ask others to do the same as a blood thinner could cause 


bleeding of wounds and delayed healing, and I had already 
lost some blood in my accident. 

After hearing him out, of all the possible thoughts that could 
have struck me, the above mentioned adage dropped into 
my brain box and I went like, "Doctor, can't I just get another 
blow at the same spot and just get it done and over with". He 
was flabbergasted. After a few seconds he managed a mild 
smile. I laughed, I had to at my own joke, and my nose start- 
ed bleeding because I had head trauma and massive nasal 
bleeding post-crash. I was a funny mess on a wheelchair.

He told me, "You are a doctor , / understand [ but I also un- 
derstand the seriousness of your injuries and what you have 
gone through. How are you laughing and not shocked ? Do 
you even know that your pain scale is almost 10/10? You will 
receive multiple treatments including electric current therapy 
(transcutaneous nerve stimulation) for numbing your nerves. 
Your body is in shock. I am happy that you are optimistic but 
this isn't a normal reaction. We hardly see this." My reply was, 
"I have no option but to smile and laugh about it. See ; a few 
hours ago I slid down my staircase and landed with a thud all 
happily and could move my head in any direction I wanted. 
And now I just can't. Isn't it a brilliant feat? Isn't it funny?" 

He remained totally dumbfounded at what I had said, com- 
pletely quiet. Looking at it retrospectively, I also find it hard 
to believe I had the courage to say all of that because I know 
how difficult and painful it all was. Faith in Allah (Glorified 
and Exalted is He) can do miracles. I remembered all the 
Prophets of Allah (the best of the best and most humble of 
all) and all that they went through and yet were patient. I 
think I remembered all of that at the right time and found 
courage in that. I now think that when you have led a life 
of obedience to Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He), He gives 
you all the courage. Just like remembrance of Him in youth 
keeps you away from major sins, because of His mercy, and 
even if you slip and commit a minor one, you burn that sin 
away with tears of regret and promise to never repeat it. In 
the same way, the Almighty (Glorified and Exalted is He) 
keeps you away from major traumas, and even if you land 
in some kind of pain (physical, emotional, psychological, 
etc.) zikr and those nights of remembrance burn all the 
pain away. 

And so in all his surprise, my physician went on and asked 
me how I was feeling and in all my delirious amnesia (for- 
give my satire), I retorted, "As it is only my second day, I can't 
surely say, but so far so good. The best is yet to come." I felt 
so calm because I had asked Allah (Glorified and Exalted 
is He) directly during those last moments that I still hadn't 


done enough for my hereafter and He listened. I know that 
pain is a blessing in disguise. My physician told me that 
he couldn't believe his ears because even though he had 
seen loads of war and all kinds of injuries, he knew my cour- 
age was coming from a place of contentment and peace. 
And during times of pain and hardship, it is rare. "I call it 
faith. It results in patience. I know how sweet it is. It dissolves 
everything bitter." 

"So remember Me; I will remember you . And be grateful 

to Me and do not deny Me" (Quran, 2:1 52) - Allah (Glorified 
and Exalted is He) addressing the believers in Quran. 

I vouch by all the Great names of Allah (Glorified and Ex- 
alted is He), it's true. I have experienced it. My doctors said 
that even if I'd just let myself truly feel the pain my body 
was experiencing, I could have died of that feeling alone. 
Even the mere act of thinking about pain and solidifying 
that thought in the mind kills people because it leads to 
hopelessness and that's just like rust. It's like a fire that 
spreads fast and burns everything coming in its way. I sur- 
vived because Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) gave me 
hope and made me see it all positively. I don't know how 
many times I've free-fallen for Allah (Glorified and Exalted is 
He) since then. People fall for people and stuff, for the Dun- 
ya, and this and that and what not. But I fall, I FREE-FALL for 
Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) over and over and over 
again. I trust Him that much. Alhamdulillah! 

A soldier is prepared before leaving but even though they 
are all ready, after injuries, they themselves and their bod- 
ies go through shock. I wasn't prepared, he said. And I guess 
none of us ever are as such but I now think that Allah (Glori- 
fied and Exalted is He) does prepare us whether we realize 
it or not. I had seen off my father to two wars (he is a retired 
soldier of Pak Army); had seen hundreds of tanks and APCs, 
other equipment and the whole garrison move from the 
top most place, it was terrifying to see off thousands of sol- 
diers to war and overwhelming at the same time, and I still 
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Ask Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) first and foremost. Cry, beg, 
weep for hours especially in the last third of the night - He listens, 
He truly does. Ask for help, do whatever it takes but never fall into 
the abyss of hopelessness. It is a trap. 


remembered that view. I had seen death of my friends, had 
shouldered and hugged my friends on their father's funer- 
als, post war. I had prayed for my father, for his martyrdom 
on his very own request. I had seen enough to be patient. 
Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) had prepared me for this 
well in advance. He surely only puts the burden you can 
surely always endure. All of us are the same. He makes us 
brave, yes, He makes us; it is not our own doing, it is His. He 
makes us either through His own will or He makes us if we 
truly seek and ask for it. Know this in your heart; that all the 
battles you have fought, Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) 
has always known you could fight that one. He gave us our 
parents and families and put us through situations with the 
knowledge of what lies ahead. 

My physicians pushed me to meet paraplegic war veterans 
and bomb blast victims just so that I share my spirit and 
humor as it may give them courage to not give up. "They 
get depressed and suicidal and it is but natural and expected . 
They have suffered loss , sometimes an irreplaceable or un fixa- 
ble one" he told me. "You must meet them" He also called on 
the trauma team and said, "Emergency, RTA case, hyper-re- 
flexes, ask her anything and listen to her replies. Which one of 
you was telling me the other day that she feels like killing her- 
self just because she couldn't do well in PLABS." I had another 
bout of laughter. 

I realize now that in this day and age of fear mongering 
and media blast, perfectly normal and healthy beings are 
ripped off of peace just because they believe the lies media 
and all that the world tells them. Their innocence is lost to 
stupidity of educated illiterates (sorry, but I don't have an- 
other term to describe the behavior and the stereotyping 
they preach) telling them what to look like, what to wear 
and how to be like to be accepted and revered. The loss of 
connection with Allah (Glorified and Exalted is He) makes 
them believe whatever they are told and taught because 
they lose their ability to think, solve and apply. They lose 
their touch, their brilliance, their courage because being 
strong and being a believer isn't cool enough anymore. 
Beauty has lost its touch, modesty has been stripped off 



of its badge and perfect beings are just depressed because 
they couldn't get an A+. The education we get at schools 
and colleges and the media we rely on doesn't prepare us 
to deal with real life situations, and it results in depression 
for most of the kids and adults alike, unfortunately. May I 
kindly say that if you ever get into a tough situation, just 
get help from your support system, ask Allah (Glorified and 
Exalted is He). I do it all the time. I share with people I trust, 
I ask for help because sometimes you just need to hear the 
thing you already know from someone else's mouth just for 
the sake of hearing and internalizing it. But again, ask Al- 
lah (Glorified and Exalted is He) first and foremost. Cry, beg, 
weep for hours especially in the last third of the night - He 
listens, He truly does. Ask for help, do whatever it takes but 
never fall into the abyss of hopelessness. It is a trap. 

Coming back to where I started off: If something hits you 
hard, just laydown and breathe. Laugh and remember your 
best friend who is always there;'Allah (Glorified and Exalted 
is He). 

If you get a brain injury, get another one on the same spot 
like I wanted to. My religion tells me to be thankful in every 
situation. I was well-taught about it and I also found it on 
my own through my experiences. You all probably know 
that too and if not, just embark upon this beautiful journey 
to seek gratitude and you will find it for sure. Allah (Glori- 
fied and Exalted is He) has already told us that, "If you are 
thankful, I'll surely increase you." 

Hopelessness is a word missing from our dictionaries be- 
cause a believer does not become unthankful to Allah (Glo- 
rified and Exalted is He) and hopelessness is one big sin - 
the denial of the favors of the Most-Merciful Creator. If we 
all know this, let's not wait for some event or some grand 
thing to happen to apply this. Do it now. In regular mun- 
dane stuff. If I can, you too can. And Allah (Glorified and 
Exalted is He) never leaves a believer, trust me with this. In 
fact, just trust Him. He is'AI-Wadud'pure love. I have experi- 
enced it and continue to do so every day and every minute. 
You probably all would too. Just let it sink in.
